| almost every weekly meeting oS a Ro- 
tary club. Fellows, it will take you 
several months to have that underly- 
ing principle of friendship "catch"—it 
doesn't come merely by signing the 
card. Your meeting here weekly grad- 
ually develops points of contact that 
will mould this group into a body that 
will act and think with one heart. 


"You must practice what you preach. 


Calling the boys by the first name is a 
wonderful stepping stone. It 
breaks 


down barriers that 
ordinarily take 


years of acquaintance to set aside. It 
makes your 
business 
transactions 


easier. 


"You ask me what does Rotary or- 


dinarily do. I have found that it takes 
about six months of such meetings as 
you have-today to mould your organi- 
zation into shap«. Then, personifying 
brotherly love as you do, you will find 
a program coming to you that fits your 
peculiar standards. Many a

WITH LABOF BUREAU AID 


Washington, March 2S.—More than 


1,500,000 aliens eligible 
for American ; 


naturalization already have been dl- j 
reeled to citizenship training classes. 
established by local school authorities 
throughout the United States in co- 
operation with the Bureau of Natural- ' 
ization of the Department of Labor. 
The classes are conducted at night, 
and -enable the aliens not only to ob- ; 
tain free the educational training nee- j 
essary for approval of their citizenship ; 
petitions, but also to get Information 
that will lead them to better jobs, high 
er pay and Improved living conditions. 


The Bureau has established a ser- 


vice through which 
candidates 
for 


citizenship are invited to attend the 
classes provided by local authorities 
for their instruction, and their names 
and addresses also are forwarded . to 
the public school officials. The num- 
ber of foreign residents thus reached, 
it is said, is necessarily 
limited to 


those who have declared their inten- 
tion to become citizens, since the La- 
bor Department lacks the names and 
addresses of those who have not flled_ 
petitions. It Ms believed, nevertheless, 
that free Instruction 
facilities tiave 


been made.available to .many others 
through measures taken by local Am- 
ericanization 
organizations.

POLICE BILL IS 


PASSED BY HOUSE 


Sunday Base Ball Killed-Concord Elec- 


tion Case Causes Lively Debate-B.

Paying for the Joy Ride. 


- The city of Detroit took over its electric street car lines May 
'15. last. - The citizens voted for the purchase with understand- 
ing that service was to be bettered and sold at lower rates. The 
bill as rendered to the tax payers called for $40,000,000. 


At the election last November the citizens intimated pretty 


clearly that experience had taught them that "All is not gold 
that glitters." Under what Detroit calls "M. O.," meaning 
municipal ownership, the. promised benefits- did not accrue. 
When Mayor Couzens asked the voters by referendum these 
questions: "Shall we issue bonds for $5,000,000 additional for 
extending the system?" "Shall we release the system from the 
obligation to pave between the rails and beside the tracks?" 
and "Shall we exclude interurban cars from Detroit street^?" 
the voters by a big majority said "No" to all three. The bond 
issue question will go on the ballot again in April, and "M. O." 
is again the outstanding subject of debate. Detroit is con- 
fronted with necessity of finding ways to finance a costly pub- 
licly owned transportation system, and at the same time the 
city has reached the limit of its bonding power and must go to 
the Legislature for its removal. 


"M. O." was to yield dividends to everybody who rode in 


the electrics. Fares would be cheaper. Fares after ten months 
are still five cents with a one-cent transfer charge. There is no 
"prospect of their being reduced. There is a prospect of their 
being increased. 


Sen-ice was to be improved. When the city took the D. U. 


R. the road had 1389 cars. It hardly has more now, for, while 


- it has'purchased 200, and half these have been delivered, it has 
more than 100 under repairs week by week. One route shows 
a decrease of 27 cars. 


Efficiency'has not increased. Congestion is as bad as when 


outcry was loudest against disgraceful crowding under the old 
regime. The Board of Commerce is distributing literature to 
show the whys and wherefores of congestion, all of which 
merely proves that public ownership does not instantly dissi- 
pate all the difficulties with which private operation l&s to deal. 


A power shortage is imminent. 
The Public Light Com- 


mission is figuring on building a new plant to provide power at 
a cost of more than $12;000,000—to be paid by taxation. 


The people expected the lines to pay their own way at a fare 


less than private ownership charged. Statements showed a 
"surplus" averaging about $93,000 a month. But—there was 
no allowance for depreciation! Nor has there been any pro- 
vision for extensions and improvements. That was a "paper 
surplus." 
. 


Significantly the "M. O." slogan has changed. When the 


purchase was made the slogan was "Lower fares." Today it is 
"Service without profit." That prepares the way for higher 
fares.

all police commissions in the hands 
o£ the people, passed the house of. 
representatives late on Wednesday af- 
ternoon after much partisan debate. 
The democrats called It a home rule 
measure and one which they promised 
on the party-platform last November. 
On party lines, tbe bill passed, 167 
democrats for it and 111 republicans 
against it. [Representative Bass of- 
fered an amendment which provided 
that each of the cities which now have 
police commissioners appointed by the 
governor, shall at the next election 
submit the question of whether they 
desire to elect their police commis- 
sioners for decision by the voters of 
each of these cities. 


The amendment was killed G7 to 177. 
The Important sections of the bill

election of said commissioners shall be 
the same as required for mayor In 
each respective city. 


"Section 5. At the first election un- 


der this act each city having annual 
elections shall choose one commission- 
er to serve for a term of one year and 
one for a term of two years, and at 
each succeeding election shall choose
